To prevent the introduction of intoxi

eating liquors into county jails.
o.(:tio i. 15e ir. cnacteu uy tne

General Assembly of the State of Ohio.
That it shall be unlawful for auy sheriff,
jailor other person to convey or procure
to De conveveu witnin tne walls ot any
jail in this State, any spirituous or malt
liquors, or wine, unless the same shall
have been prescribed as a medicine by
a physician for a patient confined there-
in. And it shall be unlawful for any
sheriff, jailor or other officer, having the
charge of any jail in this State, to know-
ingly permit any prisoner confined in
such iail, to receive by any means what
ever, any spirituous or malt liquor or
wine, except tne same bo prescribed as
above named. .

Si:.:. 2. If" any sheriff, jailor or other
person shall violate tins act, he or they
shall upon conviction thereof, be fined
in any sum not exceeding one hundred
dollars nor less than ten, or be impris-
oned in the county jail not less than
ten nor more than thirty days. It shall
be the duty bf the judges OF the courts
oi" common pleas to give this act in
charge juries at each and every session
of said courts.

Sti.'TiON L Be it enacted by the

General Assembly of the State of Ohio,
That the warden shall receive an annual
compensation for his services uot ex- -

twelve hundred dollars, to be
fixed by the board or directors.

The clerk shall receive an annual
pensation for his services not exceeding
ciht hundred dollars,

"The deputy warden shall receive an
annual compensation lor his services
not exceeding eight hundred dollars.

And each assistant keeper employed
shall receive a compensation not exceed- -

;g forty dollars per month, except those
assistant keepers who have the
diate charge of the prisoners in the
workshop and kitchen; also the
watch, who may receive forty -- five
lars per mouth, to be determined by the
directors.

The clerk, deputy warden nnd
ailL keepers, shall be removed from office

ouy by a majority of the directors ; but
the warden may suspend the same from
duty IVom improper behavior,
potency, neglect of duty, or disobedience
0f orders ; in which ease he shall
diately notify the nearest director of the
fct .i"n wrifintr. specifying the cause of
such suspension ; and the directors shall
carefully file and preserve the warden's
notification with their records and shall
act upon the case as soon as possible,
and no suspended officer shall be entitled
to any compensation for the time during
which such suspension may continue,
unless the directors shall refuse to sanc-
tion the same.

And if any officer procure the
escape of any convict, or aid or assist in
the escape of any convict from the peni-
tentiary, whether such convict escape or
not he shall, upon conviction thereof, be
sentenced to hard labor in tho peniten-
tiary for anv term not less than one
year nor more than three years.

Sec. 2. The warden is hereby
thorized and required, so far as
ticable, to classify the convicts according
to their acre, disposition and moral
actor; placing all young men under the
age of twenty-ou- e years, (unless the
character and conduct of some forbid
it.) in a shop by themselves, and give
them such work carried on in the prison,
as a knowledge of which shall be most
benefici il to them when discharged,
And it shall be duty of the warden to
send to the school room all convicts
who do not possess a good knowledge
of reading and writing and the rudi-
ments of arithmetic, for two hours du-rin- "'

the evening of each working dav.
between the 15th of October and the
15th of Ajuil. and for one and a half;
hours during the evening of each work-- j
ing day tho remainder of the year; at j

which tune tlie chaplain, or his assist-
ant, shall instruct them in those branches
of education. The warden shall also
furnish each prisoner sufficient light to
enable him to read from the time he is
shut up in his cell until the ringing of
the bell for going to bed, unless the
warden has good cause to believe he is
making an impropjr use thereof; in
which case he shall not be so furnished,
and the fact together with the cause,
and the name of the convict shall be
reported lu writing to the inspectors at
th"ir iic.v.-- t vfcil to tho prison.

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the
warden and directors to allow to all con-
victs to whom, from tho nature of their
employment it is impossible to assign a
daily allowance of work, and who, in the
judgment of the warden and directors,
are entitled thereto by their fidelity and
extra labor such compensation as may
appear to them equitable in comparison
with the amount of labor required of
their prisoners. If such labor is per-
formed for a contractor or warden for
whom it was performed, and shall be
collected and kept in the same manner
as other over-wor- k money. If such labor
is performed for tho State, it shall be
paid for by the State. And it shall be
lawful for the directors and warden to
suitably reward, at their discretion, any
prisoner who, by meritorious conduct,
may serve th9 interests of the institution
or the State; and may permit any ex-

tra reward to be given to prisoners by
c infractors, n jt interfering with the in-

terests of the State.
Sec. 4. All of section 4 and section

OECTIO 1. lie cnaCtCCl UV tile

General Assembly of the fctate ot Ohio,
That section three of tho act cahecrrfing
divorce and allimony, passed March 11.
1S53, be amended so as to read as fol- -

lows : Sec. 3. '1 hat in all cases where
a divorce shall be applied for, the com-

plainant shall file his or her petition in
the otficc of the Clerk of tho Court ol
Com in on fleas if the proper county,
in which the petition is filed, the clerk
of said court shall issue a summons di-

rected to thu sheriff of the county,
which, together with a copy of the peti-
tion, shall bo served on .the adverse
party at least six weeks before the hear-
ing of the ease ; but il the defendant is
not a resident of such county, then no-

tice of the pendency of said petition,
containing the substance aud prayor
thereof, shall be given by publication in
some newspaper of a general circulation,
in the county iu which the case is pend-
ing, for the term of six consecutive
weeks, and in such a case a summons
and copy of the petition shall forthwith,
on the tiling of the petition, be deposited
in the post office, directed to the defen-den- t

at his or her place of residence,
unless it shall be made to appear to the
court, by affidavit or otherwise that such
residence is unknown to the applicant,
and could not with reasonable dilligence
be ascertained by him or her; or if the
defendciit shall reside in any other
county of this State, the applicant mav,
at his or her election, give notice by
service of a summons and a copy of the
petition, at least six weeks before the
hearing of said case, and said case may
be heard, and decided at any time after
the expiration of six weeks from the
service of notice cither by service of
summons or after the first publication
in some uowspajier, as provided in this
section.

Sec. 2. That section ten of said act
be amended so as to read as follows :

Sec. 10. That the wife may file her
petition as aforesaid in the Court of
Common Pleas, for allimony alone, or

in case a petition for divorce shall have
been filed by the husband, sho may file
her cross petition for allimony with or
without the prayer for the dissolution
of the marriage contract; which petition
or cross-petitio- n for allimony may be
for the following causes, to wit : First,
adultry; second, gross neglect of duty;
third, abandonment : fourth, when their...' ..."is a separation in consequence ot

on the part of the husband,
whether the wife be maintained by the
husband or not ; filth, habitual drunk-
enness; and sixth, confinement in the
penitentiary of Ohio, or in the peniten-
tiary or State prison of any of the Uni-
ted States, or cither of the territories
thereof, or the District of Columbia, for
any crime or offence of the same char-
acter or grade as, i or may be by the
laws of this State, punishment with im-

prisonment in the penitentiary, in which
case tho application shall be made while
the husband is so confined.

Sec. 3. That 15 of said act be amend-
ed as to read as follows: Sec. 15. In
all applications for "divorce, or for alli-
mony alone, and in cases where the pe-
tition is filed under the fourteenth sec-

tion of the act to which this jjs an
amendatory when the witness shall re-

side in the county where the applica-
tion is made, or the petition filed, they
shall, unless in case of inability, be ex-

amined in open court, but if they shall
reside out of the county or be unable to

'

nltowt court, their deposition may be
taken as in other cases ; but when the
adverse party shall not reside within the
county in which the petition is pending,
or in an adjoining county, or shall have
no attorney of record residing in such
county, or in an adjoining county, no-
tice of the time and place of taking de-
positions shall bo givon by publication
in some newspaper of general circulation,
in the county where the ease is pending,
for three consecutive woeks jiriov theroto
and a copy of such notice shall, at or
before the first publication thereof, be
deposited in the post office, and directed
to the delendant, at his or her place of
resilience, when sucn residence is known
to the petitioner, or can with reasonable
dilligcucc, be ascertained by him or her.

ses in which the Court shall give judg-
ment in favor of fhe wife for alimony
alone, without grauting a divorce, in
cases under section fourteen of said act
and iu cases where judgment is render-
ed for both divorce and alimony, either
party may appeal from any final judg-
ment or order, to the District Court as
in other cases: Provided, that in cases
under sections one and two of this act
and of the aot to which this is amen-
datory

and in all other cases under this
act. where the wife shall appeal, she
shall not be required to give bond; Pro-
vided, also, that in cases where judg-
ment is rendered for both divorce and
alimony, the appeal shall apply only to
so much of the judgment as relates to
the alimony, y

Sec. 9 That the said Court while in ses

NO 1.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the State
of Uhio, Three-tilth- s of tlie member elected to
each House concurring therein, That it be and
hereby is proposed to the electors of this .State-t-

vote on the second Tuesday of October next,
upon the approval or rejection of the following
amendments as a substitute for the twenty-fift- h
Section of the second Article of the Constitution
......niil ....r. ..- 1. . If -

.in uuu :i;.i,uu ui me sauiu .iiLicie,
and for the third Section of th eleventh Article,
viz: All regular sessions of the General Assem-
bly shall commence o.i the first Monday of Jan-
uary, annually. Senators shall be olected bien-
nially, and Kcprcicntativcs anuunl'y, by the
electors of their respective counties or districts
nu the second Tuesday of October. Their term
of ollice shall commence cn the first day of Jan-
uary next after their election, and that" of Sena-
tors shall continue two years, and that of Repre-
sentatives elected at the Fame time shall hold
then offices for one year. Provided, tluit seven-
teen of the Senators elected on the second Tues-
day of October, 1S57, to be ascertained by lot. as
the President of the Senate may direct, shal'
hold their ollice for only one year, and their suc-
cessors shall be elected on the second Tuesday
of October, one thousand eight hundred and fifty
eight, and bicnnally thereafter. When any
county shall have a fraction abovo the rates for
Representatives so large that being multiplied
by t n, the result shall be equal to one or more
ratios, additional Representatives shall be ap-
portion d for such rntios among the several ses-
sions of the decennial period in tho following
m inner. If there be only one ratio then a Rep-
resentative shall be allotted to the tenth session
of the decennial period.

Il't'icre are two Ratios Representatives shall
be allotted to the ninth and tenth sessions; If
three to the eighth, ninth, and tenth sessions; If
four to the seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth; If"
live to the sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth and
tenth; If six to the fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth,

Hit r.uu teutn; ii seven to tne lourtn, tilth
sixth, seventh, eiyhth, ninth and tenth; If'ei rhi
to the thud, lourth. fifth , sixth, seventh, eighth,
Tlinth and tenth; If nine to the ."CtQud. tliiul,
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth and
tenth sessions of the decennial period respec-
tive! v.

In determining the number of Senators to
which any Senatorial district might be entitled
in any decennial period, by reason of any frac-
tion of a senatorial ratio, the fraction .shall be
multiplied by live, and if the result be equal to
one senatorial ratio, an additional Senator shall
he allotted to said district for the ninth and
tenth sessions. If it be equal to two such ratios
an additional Senator for the seventh, eighth .
ninth and tenth sessions shall be allotted to such
district If three then to the fifth, si xth, sev-
enth, eighth, ninth and tenth.
